I I Pictorial Services Branch, concerning an inquiry from House , 

Committee on Un-American Activiti e.s on a VietCong film on how to drive 
the Americans out of Vietnam, I called Donald Appell, of HCUA, to 
ascertain specifically what is desired. Appell wants to obtain a film which 
was shown at the Bratslavia Conference of U.S. left wingers, North Vietnamese, 
and representatives of the National Liberation Front These films were 
described in the January-February 1968 issue of Dissent. I told Appell I 
would check into this and be back in touch with him.
